*Harvey Will Sit in Allied Conference. 


When the Silesian question comes be- 
fore the Allied Conference, Ambassador 
Harvey will be’ sitting on it. There is 
considérable speculation as to what part 
America will wish to take in the settle- 
ment of this bitter dispute. America 
bases her argument relating to man- 
dates on the premise that the for- 
mer German colonies were turned 
over to the Allied and Associated 
Powers. The Treaty of Versailles 
provides that the Silesian bounda- 
ary shall be fixed by the Allied 
and Associated Powers. But for Amer- 
ica to take part in fixing the boundary 
would be direct participation in the en- 
foreement:of the treaty. Therefore the 
question is a delicate one.

The acceptance is based on Ja- 
pan’s good faith in the other par- 
ticipants follewing the fundamental 
principles of the conferences, which 
are understood to be world peace 
and the advancement of civiliza- 
tion.

The Administration hopes that Con- 
gress will be able to take the recess on 
or about Aug. 7, and it has been tenta- 
tively suggested that it meet again 
about Oct. 1. During the recess the 
Senate Committee on Finance, which is 
preparing for revenue legislation, pend- 
ing action by the House, would complete 
its changes of the House measure and 
bring: the amended bill into the Senate 
at the beginning of the session in Oc- 
tober. 

The House will vote tomorrow on the 
Tariff bill, and the Committee on Ways 
and Means will begin immediat@ty ~ to 
frame the new tax measure. How this 
can be done and the bill passed by the 
House by Aug. 7, only seventcen days 
away, members cannot figure. 

Plans for a recess, however, are de- 
veloping in the House. A movement in 
favor of taking one the middle of next 
week was started today. If this is car- 
ried out, the Ways and Means Coramit- 
tee will devote itself during the recess 
to drafting the tax measure. Members 
Say that this will require three or four 
weeks.

ON BOARD THE UNITED STATES 
DESTROYER LEARY, AT SEA, EN 
ROUTE TO NORFOLK, July 20.—The 
former German dreadnought Ostfries- 
land, which played an important rdle 
in the Battle of Jutland as part of the 
German First Battle Squadron, rides 
snugly at anchor on the high seas to- 
night sixty miles east of the Virginia 
Capes, after facing a heavy bombing 
attack this afternoon by army, navy 
and Marine Corps fliers. 

Fifteen airplanes participated in the 
operations, which were postponed from 
morning to afternoon on account of low 
clouds and bad visibility, and will be re- 
sumed tomorrow with bombs of heavier 
type, if the weather conditions permit. 
Fifty-two bombs, weighing 18,990 
pounds, loaded with heavy charges of 
TNT were dropped, and of these thirteen 
bombs, weighing 4,470 pounds, fell 
the deck of the Ostfriesland. Only four 
of the thirteen bombs making these 
direct hits exploded. The other nine 
were ‘‘ duds,’’ or bombs that crumpled 
up without exploding. 

Two of the bombs that exploded on the 
deck of the target were of the 230-pound 
type, while the other two direct 
not of the ‘‘dud”’ variety, were 
by the 600-pound bombs, the 
used today. 





Squall Suspends the Tests.

around the Cape Charles light vessel, 
suarding the entrance to the capes 
twelve miles out at sea. The actual 
bombing attacks took place fifty miles 
further out at sea, or ninety-seven miles 
from the army air base at Langley Field, 
from which the army bombers had to 
fly in their land planes. 

The navy and marine planes had to 
go a similar distance, which meant that 
each bgmbing machine was called upon 
to make a round trip’of at least 200 
miles from the bases to the Ostfriesland. 

When the attacks are resumed tomor- 
row only 1,000 and 2,000 pound bombs 
will be used, it having been demonstrat- 
ed to the satisfaction of naval officers 
on the board of tle official observers 
which made a minute examination of 
the Ostfriesland after each of today's 


attacks that the ship can hardly be sunk 
with 600-pound bombs. 

The thirteen hits, ‘‘dud"’ and other- 
wise, which landed on the Ostfriesland’s 
decks were carefully studied with dis- 
criminating technical eyes after each 
phase of the operations. The hull of the 
battleship is absolutely intact and un- 
damaged. The Ostfriesland was taking 
in no water whatever as a result of the 
attacks, when examined by the official 
board late in the afternoon. Her protec- 
tive deck, not heavier than three-inch 
armor at any point, was not pierced. 
Her hull plating was not opened by any 
of the heavy explosions of bombs that 
fell into the water near stem and stern, 
all around the target and close in.

Battleship Advocates Sustained, 
Altogether it was a great day for ad- 


vocates of the battleship and a poor 


one for those who have been contend-} 


ing that battleships will be at the mercy 
of bombing airmen sent out from the 
coast. The consensus of opinien among 
ordnance men who witnessed the attack 
is that battleships of the Ostfriesland 
class are practically safe so far as their 


vitals are concerned against attacks 
with bombs carrying 600 pounds. The 
real vitals of a battleship lies behind the 
side armor and under the protective 
deck. 

Whether the Ostfriesland will be 
equally immune against 1,000 and 2,000 
pound bombs is the enigma which army 
and navy fifers will seek to solVe tomor- 
row. If the Ostfriesland withstands 
the projected attacks with these heavier 
bombs, the American dreadnought 
Tennsylvania, flagship of,the Atlantic 
fieet, will haul off with her main battery 
cf 16-inch guns tomorrow afternoon, at 
a range of not less than 18,000 yards, 
and try to sink the target with the least 
expenditure of arnmunition. Under the 
agreement mage by President Wilson at 
Paris the Ostfriesland must be sunk at 
sea on or before next Sunday, July 24. 

The first attack today was made by 
five I-5 planes, manned by marine 
fliers, and by three F-5-L planes 
manned by naval aviators. They began

Governor Small, Lieut. Gov. Sterling 
and Vernon Curtis are accused of con- 
spiracy to defraud the State of $2,000,- 
000. 

Governor Small, Lieut. Gov. Sterling 
and Curtis are charged with the embez- 
zlement of $700,000. 

Governor Small is accused of embez- 
zlement of $500,000. 

Lieut. Gov. Sterling is charged with 
embezzlement of $500,000. 

The indictments were returned before 
Judge E. S. Smith in the Circuit Court. 
Bonds of Governor Small and Lieut. 
[ Gov. Sterling were fixed at $150,000 
'each, and those of Curtis at $100,000, 
and warrants for the defendants were 
immediately issued. It is understood 
that Governor Small, the only one of the 
defendants now in Springfield, will ap- 
pear before Judge Smith tomorrow, fur- 
nish bond and demand an immediate 
tial.

The Mayor refused to state whether 
or not Duvy’s usefulness ended before or 
after Judge John J. White of the Marl- 
borough-Blenheim charged that mem- 
bers of the Detective Bureau were 
‘tipping off’’ confidence men _ before 
the police could arrest them. 


ASK HIGHER RATES TO GULF. 


Mississippi Valley Roads Want 
Them to Prevent Bankruptcy. 


WASHINGTON, July 20.—C. D. Dray- 
ton, representing Southwestern lines, 
told the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today that unless Mississippi Val- 


ley carriers were permitted to increase 
their rates to river and Gulf points, or 
Southwestern and Southeastern lines 
which also serve the valley were per- 
mitted to charge higher rates to inter- 
mediate points than to valley points, the 
Southwestern and Southeastern lines 
would be thrown into bankruptcy.

PROVIDENCH, R. I., July 20.—A red- 
hot rivet, which an iron worker failed 
to catch on the thirteenth floor of the 
Biltmore Hotel structure here, fell into 
Washington Street this afternoon, 
dropped through the top of a jitney 
automobile and burned the driver and a 

passenger. 


Frank J. Gilligan, operating the car, 
was struck by the rivet on the right 
leg, and William Jordan, the passenger, 
was struck on the left arm.

Charging Bad Faith, Commissioner 
Refuses to Examine Sen- 
ator Lusk. 


After examining three detectives, mem- 
bers of the Detectives Endowment Asso- 
clation, which was active in getting 
through the last Legislature the Detec- 
tive bill making the position of detective 
permanent at an increased salary, Com- 
missioner of Accounts David Hirshfield 
yesterday declared that the total amount 
of the alleged ‘‘ slush’’ fund raised in 
behalf of the bill now totaled $28,000. 
Much of the money is still to be traced. 

Additional interest was given to the 
Hirshfield investigation when Acting 
District Attorney Joab H. Banton called 
the Commissioner on the telephone yes- 
terday, and not only told him that the 
District Attornéy’s office was closely 
watching the inquiry, but was ready to 
take it up any time Commissioner Hirsh- 
field expressed a willingness that this 
should be done. Mr. Banton said he 
saw no occasion for two investigations 
at this time, and he thought the Com- 
missioner was doing his work very well. 
Mr. Hirshfield said he would turn over 
to the District Attorney's office all the 
evidence taken when his investigation 
was completed. 

The Commissioner of Accounts kept to 
his announcement that he would not 
examine State Senator Clayton R. Lusk, 
Senate majority leader, who sponsored 
the detective bill and admitted that he 
had received several presents from grate- 
ful detectives after the bill was passed. 
The Commissioner said he was willing 
to call Senator Lusk at one time out of 
deference to his position, but as the 
Senator had seen fit to break his agree- 
ment with the Commissioner and testify 
before the Meyer Investigating Commit- 
tee he would now have to wait until the 
Commissioner of Accounts was ready to 
eall him. Senator Lusk reached the 
Commissioner of Accounts’ office — as 
Commissioner Hirshfield was leaving for 
luncheon. 

Cool to Senator Lusk. 

“Am I late?’’ 
Lusk. 

‘‘] have no intention of examining you 
today,’ replied Commissioner Hirshfield 
coldly. ‘As I wrote Senator Meyer, you 
broke faith with me on Monday when 
you called your committee together and 
had yourself examined by it.’’ 

‘* Well, 1 didn’t come here to be exam- 
ined,’’ said Senator Lusk. ‘‘IT came 
here to help you.”’ 

“When I want you I'll let you know,” 
retorted Hirshfield, and the Senator left. 

‘‘I might have examined Senator Lusk 
if he had not gone before the Meyer 
Committee: to forestall examination by 
me,’’ Mr. Hirshfield explained later. 
“J first asked him to appear here be- 
cause I wanted to give him an oppor- 
tunity to tell what he knew about the 
slush fund scandal. I proposed to call 
him out of his turn because he is a

receive every opportunity to tell his side 
of the story. He saw fit to rush before 
his own committee to give his version 
cf what happened at Albany. Now he 
will have to wait until I am ready to 
call him.’’ 

One witness before Commissioner 
Hirshfield during the day was former 
Senator Henry J. Walter, who preceded 
Senator Lusk as majority leader. He 
said he appeared voluntarily and wanted 
to explain his connection with the de- 
tective bill. The former Senator had 
assisted the Detective Endowment Asso- 
clation to draw the Harris bil) in which 
the association was interested before it 
took up the Smith bill. Mr. Walters 
said he never saw the Smith nor the 
Lusk bills and knew nothing whatever 
about their contents. He said his in- 
terest in the matter ceased when he 
was informed that the Harris bill had 
no chance. 


Got Nothing, He Says. 


Mr. Walters said the Harris bill failed 
because the association members never 
could agree among themselves and that 


there was no solidarity behind it. He 
said he never received a cent for his 
efforts and never expected to get any- 
thing. He characterized as absolutely 
false the statement that he had said in 
Albany that he would sleep there until 
the Smith bill passed. 

Detective Charles D. Koerbacher, 
Financial Secretary of the Detective En- 
dowment Association, attached to the 
Missing Persons Bureau at Police Head- 
quarters, testified that he was present 
at the special meeting of the association 
on March 25, but left the meeting in 
disgust because it ‘‘ turned out to be 
a riot.’’ 

The detective produced a number of 
sheets and several cards which he said 
contained a record of the money re- 
ceived by the association during the 
last half year ending in June. He testi- 
fied that so far as he knew there were 
no assessments other than for endow- 
ment purposes and that the only money 
he received came from delegates who 
had collected endowment money during 
“— period. 
in answer to questions by Commis- 
sioner Hirshfield, eavinenas testified 
that the association kept no bound 
books, all its records being kept on 
cards from which the monthly state- 
ments were compiled. The originals, he 
said, were in the hands of the members 
+ = a. of Directors. 

Jetective William Daley, tre 
the association, testified that seg fe 
know of any assessments to pay for the 
presents’ to Senator Lusk. He said he 
was not assessed himself. Asked about 
the $1,000 expense account which Detec- 
tive Burns, President of the association 
had declared was used to pay the ex- 
penses of detectives sent to Albany to 
work in behalf of the bill, Daley said he 
had nothing to show what became of the 


money. 
Tells of Checks “‘to Cash.” 


Daley testified that on April 6 Detec- 


‘tive Burns received a check for $500, 


that on April 19 Detective Brown re- 
ceived a check for $350 and on April 18 
Detective Clark received a check for 


$200. He said he did not know how the 
money was spent. He said,the $500 check 
was made out to cash and given to De- 
~oe —— and that the $350 was 
made out to cash and endar 4 - 
tective Cornelius R. Brown. eee 

Daley also testified to three other 
checks, one dated May 5 for $85, which 
was given to Detective Burns, another 
dated April 9 for- $75, also given to 
Burns, and a third dated April 18 made 
out to cash for $200 and endorsed by 
Philip Louke. Daley said he did not 
know Louke and had never heard of 
him. This check he said he gave either 
to Detective Burns or to Detective Cark. 

In addition to these checks Commis- 
sioner Hirshfield said accountants in 
his office had discovered two addi- 
tional expenditures, one of $250, an ex- 
press money order sent to Albany on 
April 14 to Detective Brown, and the 
other for $100 sent on the same day to 
Detectives Burns at Albany in response 
tc an urgent call for additional ex- 
pense money. The Commissioner said 
that a cursory examination of the ac- 
counts and vouchers of the Detective 
Dndowment, Association has so far dis- 
closed that the association spent up- 
ee of $1,700 in urging the detective 


According to the Commissioner he is 
investigating a report that a certified 
check for $16,500, endorsed by a business 
man of the city and to be used in con- 
nection with the bill, was returned to 
the owner and. like a previous check 
for $4,000 was never used. This, ac- 
cording to the Commissioner, would 
make the total fund approximate $28,000. 

Detective Delancey Miller testified 
that he had attended ‘the special meet- 
ing of the Detective Endowment As- 
sociation on March 25 to take minutes, 
but that the meeting turned out to be so 
riotous that he was unable to “* get any 
of it.’’ During the examination of the 
detectives Commissioner Hirshfield 
caused the expulsion of Sidney R. Lash 
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of 15 William Street, attorney for the 


association. 

Commissioner Hirshfield said Lash 
was making ‘‘ wild statements ’’ about 
having him and Mayor Hylan removed 
by the Governor and that he would not 
let him be present at the hearing. Out 
in the corridor Lash said that Commis- 
sioner Hirshfield ‘‘has a single track 
mind, which is always. running, but 
never getting anywhere.”’ 

When the Commissioner’s attention 
was called to the statement of the Meyer 
Committee that committee process 
servers were trying to locate John E. 
Kleist, who is said to have received 
$6.000 of the alleged ‘‘ slush’’ fund, and 
that when they found him they would 
turn him over to Hirshfield for examina- 
tion, the Commissioner said he had in- 
vestigators of his own after Kleist, and 
he didn’t need any assistance from the 
Meyer Committee. He said if Kleist 
did not appear soon he would ask the 
District Attorney of Albany County to 
indict him, and that this would bring 
him back to the jurisdiction of the State. 

“Tam going to stay at this investiga- } 
tion for the next six months, if neces- 
sary,’’ said Commissioner Hirshfield. 
“TT am going to find out how much 
money was raised and who got it. I am 
going to investigate it in my own way 
and no Meyer committee is going to stop 
me from doing it. I am after other men 
who were active in Albany in connec- 
tion with these bills. The Meyer Com- 
mittee can now resume its investigation 
of the ice cream cones in Coney Island, 
which investigation was stopped when it 
broke into the police slush fund investi- 
gation.” 


HERO YORK HARASSED, 
CAN'T MAKE FARM PAY 


Sergeant Who Got 128 Germans 
Single-Handed Fights Debts— 
Friends Appeal to People. 


Epceial to The New York Times. 

PALL MALL, Tenn., July 20.—Ser- 
geant Alvin York is working like a 
Trojan to save his fine farm for a home 
for his wife and baby. So many re- 
ports have gone out of the financial 
condition of the greatest hero of the 
war, as he was acclaimed when he re- 
turned from France, where he captured 
128 Germans single-handed besides kill- 
ing a number of others, and so many 
inquiries have come in expressing a de- 
sire to help him, that Sergeant York 
has been prevailed upon to make a state- 
ment setting forth the facts. 

He says in his statement: ‘‘ The Ro- 
tary Club of Nashville, Tenn., purchased 
a farm for me at the price of $23,000 
and has paid $10,937.50 and executed 
three notes for the balance of the pur- 
chase price. The three unpaid notes 
amount to $12,062.50, not counting inter- 
est from date of same, which was Nov. 
18, 1919, and are a lien on the farm to 
secure payment of same. The Nash- 
ville Rotary Club has paid all the money 
that was raised by them for the purpose 
of purchasing the farm, for which I am 
thankful to them.”’ 

This is the simple statement of the 
simple man of the mountains, who 
turned down thousands of dollars be- 
cause he did not believe it was right 
to ‘‘ capitalize his patriotism,’’ and who 
refused countless offers to enter vaude- 
ville, the movies and other amusements, 
because they were against his religious 
convictions. 

But the story as told by Attorney 
General William H. Buttram, one of 
the closest personal friends of York, is 
something else. 

‘York has the most beautiful farm in 
this section of the State,’’ declared 
General Buttram. ‘‘It lies in the three 
forks of the Wolf River. Great rolling 
bottoms. Rich as can be. It is the 
same farm on which Alvin York worked 
for $8 a week, plowing all day long, a 
big bare-footed, frecked-faced boy. 

“The Rotary Club at Nashville made 
up the money and made the payment 
on the farm for Alvin, and it was to 
this new home that he took his bride 
when he was married here, attended by 
the Governor of the State and hundreds 
of other officials and celebrities from 
far and near. 

‘““ Alvin has worked day and night as 
afarmer. He has put in and tended his 
crops and worked enough to kill a dozen 
erdinary men, but the season has been} 
against him. His hay was practically 
burned up, and other crops failed, and 
Alvin was left in the hole. 

‘“*T do not know about his other debts. 
I don't believe he has many, if any, and | 
whoever has them knows that he will 
get his money, for Alvin York is as 
honest as the day is long. 

Several of us tried to get Alvin to go} 
out and go either on the stage or into 
motion pictures, but he refused to go. 
He is an elder in the Church of Christ, | 
a small but very religious denomination | 
here in the mountains, and of which 
Pastor Pile is the local leader. 

“‘Alven would not capitalize his 
patriotism, nor would he do anything | 
against his relgous scruples. He declares | 
e same God who bore him upon the 
battlefield and made it possible for him 
to win the great victory and win the 
coveted battle crosses of three nations 
will be with him in his present trials and | 
will see him safely through. 

‘There came into York’s home a few} 
months ago the finest boy you ever saw— 
Alvin Junior, they call him—and don’t 
you know, before that kid was three 
months old he was crawling up to Al- 
vin's old hog rifle and trying to call 
che hounds to go hunting? 

‘‘IT hope the people of the United 
States will stand by Alvin York,’’ con- 
cluded General Buttram. ‘‘ He mustn't 
leave that farm. Not that Alvin cares | 
for wealth or anything like that, but 
he has founded a school here for the 
mountain boys and girls, which it is 
his aim to have cover his farm some i 
day.’’

cent. ad valorem compensatory duty on 
leather goods, including boots and shoes. 

As @ result of this upset, which was 
by a vote of 52 yeas to 90 nays, there 
are predictiuns tonight that the House 
will reverse its action on hides when 
the final vote is taken tomorrow and 
eliminate the 15. per cent. duty that 
was put upon them. 

There is sharp division in Republican 
ranks over the nides duty, and this was 
reflected in the lively debate today over 
leather duties. ‘The decision reached 
a climax when Representative Long- 
worth disclosed a joker in the amend- 
ment taxing hides as offered by Repre- 
sentative Chandler of Oklahoma Satur- 
day, which was adopted by a teller vote 
of 152 to 97. He showed that whereas 
the bill originally put only cattle hides 
on the free list, the amendment, taking 
these from the free list and taxing them, 
also included ‘‘ hides and skins of all 
kinds.”’ 

‘This is something which no Congress, 
Republican or Democratic, ever did— 
taxing skins when no,.competition ex- 
ists,’’ said Mr. Longworth. 

There was great disorder when Repre- 
sentative Kreider of Pennsylvania, a 
shoe manufacturer, spoke. When he 
said that shoe manufacturers had sold 
their products at low prices, yells and 
hoots interrupted him, and Representa- 
tive Snyder of New York jumped up, 
and cried:

IRWIN'S DOUBLE LIFE 
BARED BY SUICIDE 


Baseball Manager’s Wife and 
Son Lived in Boston—An- 
other Family Here. 


HAD KEPT SECRET 30 YEARS 


Sent Check for $500 and Message to 
Wife in Boston Just Before 
Boarding Boat. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HARTFORD, July 20.—Friends of Ar- 
thur I. Irwin, Manager of the Hartford 
baseball team, and for thirty years 
noted ‘‘ scout’’ and manager, who cum- 
mitted suicide last week by jumping 
from the steamer Calvin Austin, bound 
from New York to Boston, today began 
an investigation of his actions for the 
last two days in this city, the search 
being started by his son, Herbert Irwin 


of Boston, who lives there with his 
mother who was Irwin’s legal wife. 


This son knows now the story of his 
father’s double life for the last thirty 
years, most of which the baseball man 
spent with a common-law wife at 565 


West 102d Street, New York. He had 
two daughters and one son by the New 


York woman. The New York = son, 
known as F. Harold Irwin, is 27 years

old, and is a clerk emfBloyed by the 


New York Central Railroad. 

Several weeks ago Irwin was tak@&h to 
a local hospital where he, was tole that 
only a serious operation wouid prolong 
his life beyond two months. The New 
York Mrs. Irwin savs the last she heard 
from Irwin was in Hartford last week 
when he told her he would meet her in 
New York on Saturday. That morning 
she heard from Boston of the suicide 
the night before. She says the only 
relatives she knew Irwin had beside her 
son, were a brother. Richard, connected 
with a New York brokerage firm, and 
John Irwin, proprietor of the New Wey- 
mouth Hotel at Nantasket Beach. . 

Harold Irwin of New York visited his 
father while the latter was a patient at 
the local hospital, and several days ago 
when the Boston son, Arthur Herbert 
Irwin, came here the New Yorker was 
amazed when people spoke to him con- 
cerning the brother of whom he ‘had 
never heard. 

Though reputed to have considerable 
money, Irwin contributed little in the 
last thirty years to support his Boston 
wife and children. His parting gift was 
a check for $500, received from the sale 
of his rights in a football score board 
device, which hts brother John says was 
worth $1,500 in annual royalties. 

John Irwin plans to interrogate Ir- 
win’s partner in this enterprise, Julian 
P. Hart, former President of the Boston 
Nationals, as to the identity of ‘‘Seeler’’ 
named in the bill of sale. He and the 
son Herbert, whom Irwin on his infre- 
quent visits invariably called Harold, 
until repeatedly corrected, have an- 
nounced they will make every effort to 
obtain the baseball man’s property for 
the almost destitute Boston wife. 

‘‘Hart is keeping something from us,”’ 
said John Irwin. ‘‘ Who is this Seeler 
person that is mentioned, and why is it 
that Hart claims that Arthur never re- 
ceived any money from James Clarkin 
since the middle of May, when.

CHICAGO ATTACK ON TARIFF. 


Large Number of Concerns Send Ap- 
peal to Washington.

CHICAGO, July 20.—A_ telegraphic 
appeal to all Congressmen from Chi- 
cago and to the Congressman-at-large, 


L. T. Yates, urging them to vote against 
the Fordney Tariff bill was sent to- 
night by. local mercantile and banking 
houses, importers and, manufacturers, 
wholesalers and retailers. The appeal 
reads in part: 

‘““Merchants cannot determine the 
cost of imported merchandise prior to 
its actual arrival and clearance through 
the Custom House. Goods cannot be 
sold in advance of delivery without 
knowledge of costs. Purchases abroad 
would practically cease with consequent 
loss of revenue to the Government. és 

‘“The rates provided in the bill, when 
applied undér the American valuation 
clause, unwarrantably increase costs, 
which the consumer must bear. While 
we all believe in a fair measure of pro- 
tection to American industries, this bill 
is designed solely in the interest of the 
domestic producer, who fixes the amount 
of duties his competitor is obliged to 
pay. It gives him absolute control of 
the market, enabling him to advance 
prices without foreign competition. 

“The American valuation plan is es- 
pecially unreasonable and unwarranted, 
when viewed in the light of our rapidly 
declining imports. The reduction in our 
purchasing abroad is seriously affecting 
our international trade. 

‘‘Shipment of our surplus products to 
foreign countries is rapidly declining. 
The American valuation plan, if en- 
acted into law, will gd far to destroy 
our foreign trade, for if we do not buy 
we cannot sell. 

‘‘We believe that in the interest ot 
the general industries of the country 
and the consuming public. this bi 
should be defeated and urge you as dur 
representative to vote against’ the 
measure.

ner in which the public funds have been 
handled. On that day the vault fund 
s ebtted wth $7,977,500, of whch sum 
$4,977,000 was deposited in approxi- 
mately 800 banks throughout the State, 
and $3,000,000 in a private banking in- 
sttuton; whle the safe fund was debted 
with $18,000,000."" 

Each of the indictments contains six 
counts. The bill, charging Governor 
Small specifically with the embezzlement 
of $500,000, sets forth that the Governor, 
then State Treasurer, had in his posses- 
sion on Jan. 1, 1919, that amount of 
money, in denominations unknown, and 
that ‘‘ said Len Small, then and there 
as such Treasurer, did then and there 
wicked, willfully, unlawfully and 
feloniously embezzle and fraudulently 
convert to his own use, steal, take and 
carry away the said money then and 
there belonging to the State and then 
and there being the property of the 
State of Illinois.’”’ The second, third and 
fourth counts merely amplify the money 
embezzlement charge. The fifth charges 
the defendant with the embezzlement of 
‘* bonds, mortgages, coupons, bank bills, 
notes, warrants, orders, funds and ae- 
curities.””. The last count accuses him 
with converting these securities to his 
own use, 

The joint embezzlement indictment 
against Small, Sterling and Curtis’ and 
the separate indictment against Sterling 
are in the same general language as 
that against the Governor, with the ex- 
ception that the amount named is 
700,000. 

The conspiracy indictment against the 
three charges that on Feb. 10, 1920, all 
of the defendants, in order ‘‘ to obtain 
of and from the said State of Illinois 
the moneys, funds, goods and property 
of the said State of Illinois by false pre- 
tenses,- did then and there unlawfully, 
knowingly, designedly, fraudulently and | 
feloniously conspire, combine and agree | 
together with the fraudulent and ma- | 
licious intent willfully and wickedly to} 
cheat and defraud said State,’’ and that 
they endeavored ‘‘to obtain by false 
pretenses divers large sums of current 
money of great value, to wit, of the 
value of $2,000,000.” 

They are also charged with operating 
a confidence game and attempting to 
cheat and defraud the State by ‘ mal- 
feasance, partiality and oppression in 
the office of Treasurer.”’

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Additional

In a Washington 
dispatch published in: THE New York 
TIMES today the Government’s explana- 
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petrated a drawing of a bitterness and 
cruelty in the latest issue of Le Rire, the 
French satiric comic weekly, that the 
most savage attacks of Raemakers upon 
the Germans during the war never at- 
tained. The drawing takes its title 

“The Statue of the Commander ” 
from the grim legend at the end of | 
‘Don Juan,’’ when that famous liber- | 
tine was crushed to death by the sud- 
denly vitalized statue of the father of a 
girl he had betrayed. 

It shows a mail-clad Jeanne d’Are of 
heroic’ size holding in the air with a 
strong right arm a miserable figure of 
the British Premier. Beneath is the cap- 
tion: ‘‘ Assassin of Frenchmen in Si- 
lesia, Lioyd George, 'Tis Through,” and 
above a note from the press: ‘‘ Fétes 
are being organized in Rheims to cele- 
brate the return of the statue of Jeanne 
d'Arc to the martyred city.’’ 

The picture evokes the same thrill of 
unpleasant discomfort as the story Don 
Juan, by which {it is inspired. It is un- 
fortunately true that the French reserve 
their sharpest arrows for friends they 
believe have failed them. : 

Duing the Peace Conference no small 
sensation was caused by an equally 
scandalous but less cruel cartoon of 
President Wilson, which was hurriedly 
withdrawn from sale. 

This attack on Lloyd George is the

OUR POLICY UNCHANGED. 


Informal Silesian Suggestions Have

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Changes in 


the Upper Silesian situation have not 
been so marked as to cause the United 
States Government to consider interven- 
tion. The informal suggestions which 
it was reported in London had been 
made that the United States intervene 
had not reached the State Department 
today, but it was clearly intimated that 
they would not be likely to alter the 
Administration’s policy.

WASHINGTON, July 20.—Press dis- | 
patches from Tokio to the effect that a | 
favorable reply to the American com- | 
munication concerning the joint arma- | 
ment and Far Eastern conference was 
understood to be in process of prepara- 
tion were read with interest by offi- 
cials here today.

answer. 

Officials are displaying intense interest 
here in Far Eastern problems, and the 
receipt todfiy of a declaration by Vis- 
count Takahashi, Japanese Minister of 
Finance, that Japan should withdraw 
her. garrison from Manchuria and Tsing 
Tao,. because the Japanese economic 
poligy toward China had been ‘a con- 
stant failure’”’ attracted immediate at- 
tention.

LONDON, July 21.—The Parliamentary 
correspondent of The London Times says

‘Sinn Fein belief in the essential 
unity of Ireland,’’ says the paper, ‘‘ de- 
fMands formal recognition of that unity 
as the first step to a settlement. North- 
ern Ireland, conscious of its strength in 
its new position, asserts its right to a 
status of equaliy. If Irishmen them- 
selves can find a method of adjusting 
these conflicting claims their national 
problem will have been solved. 

‘‘ The solution, which all might believe 
ultimately practicable, could be made 
operative by a single act of Parliament 
and all questions of the relationship of 
the peoples concérned, both as they may 
be held to be at the time of enactment 
and as they may be constituted by the 
act itself, could be defined in a single 
preamble. The respective rights and 
claims might, for the sake of peace, be 
recognized by common consent, only to 
be surrendered in the same sentence and 
for the same godd reason.”’

new in college athletics. The _ in-

Many of the movements were devised 
by Lynch, while others are based on 
the Japanese jiu jitsu as used by the 
police of some of the large cities. 
Special defenses against persons with 
knives or pistols, or those attacking in 
an unfair manner, may cause breaking 
of bones or other injuries, but it is 
made plain that they are to be used only 
when an extreme emergency demands

STEAMS INTO LEAD 


Master Hand of Skipper Bob 
| Shawkey Pilots Pride of the 
Hudson to Fore. 


INDIANS ARE OVERBOARD 


Frank Baker Leads in Harpoon- 
ing Once Mighty Tribesmen 
to the Tune of 7 to 1. 


COVELESKIE IS THE VICTIM 


Former New York Jinx Proves No 
Obstacle In Path of Onrushing Hug- 
men—20,000 Fans See Game.

CLEVELAND, July 20.—Stanley Cove- 
leskie, pitching ace of a world’s cham- 
Pionship ball club, and a nemesis of 
New York teams, was hurled into the 
Path of the onrushing Yankees here this 
afternoon by Tris Speaker and hurled 
right out again by the Hugmen. Through 
% combination of masterly pitching by 
Bob Shawkey, timely hitting in which 
Frank Baker played the leading role, 
and fielding that could not be improved 
upon, the Yankees registered their ninth 
@uccessive victory and rode into first 
place in the American League pennant 
Parade. The score was 7 to 1. 

The victory gives the Hugmen only a 
marrow hold on the top rung of the per- 
centage ladder, as the teams were less 
than a full game apart this morning. 
Cleveland, with two more games played 
than the Yanks, has one more victory 
to its credit and one more defeat on 
the other side of the ledger. The figures 
a@re New York 55-31, .640; Clevelana 
56-32, .636. 

Close to 20,000 fans turned out for 
the opener of what has been widely her- 
alded as a crucial series and it was a 
sad afternoon for most of them, since 
the Cleveland fan bows to none in the 
matter of partisan allegiance to the 
home team. For a brief moment in 
the opening frame they had an oppor- 
tunity to exult, but it was in anticipa- 
tion rather than in realized hopes. A 
pass to Wambsganss and a double by 
Speaker put Indians on second and third 
with only one out, but Shawkey tight- 
ened, pulled his team out of the diffi- 
culty and there was no occasion later 
for any vociferous demonstration by 
the home enthusiasts. The lone run of 
the Indians caused some commotion, but 
it arrived after the Yanks had collected 
four markers and this fact took some 
ef the interest out of it. 


Shawkey and Baker Star. 


Shawkey and Baker divided the honors 
of the triumph and Babe Ruth_handi- 
capped at bat by being hit twice and 
walked once in his five opportunities, 
played only a minor part. Two of the 
free trips to first by the Babe were 
converted into runs by Baker, and the 
Bambino carried another run over in the 
seventh after his only hit, a single, that 

‘ almost tore a hole in the right field 
wall, only to be taken on the rebound 
by Elmer Smith. 

Shawkey has long been noted for his 
ability to win from the Indians, but it 


is doubtful if his long string of suc- 
cesses over Cleveland clubs ever pro- 
duced a finer effort than that which he 
flashed this afternoon. He was in- 
clined to wildness in the early part of 
the game, handing out a pass in each 
of the first four frames, after which 
he steadied and gave no free tickets 
in the last five innings. He scattered 
the six Cleveland hits through four 
innings, two comnig in the sixth and 
two more in the eighth. The best part 
of his performance, however, was in 
slipping the third strike past the Cleve- 
land bats, a feat which Shawkey flashed 
no less than nine times. He whiffed 
Jamieson, Smith, Johnston, O'Neill 
twice, Coveleskie twice, Morton and 
Shinault, opening the game by fanning 
Jamieson and closing it with a strike- 
out against Shinault. 

Baker’s keen eye and waving bat were 
as prominent on the attack as was the 
work of Shawkey on defense. In every 
one of the seven runs scored by the 
Yankees Baker played a part. He put 
his team in front in the third inning 
with a single to right after Ruth had 
been purposely passed, filling the bases, 
and then drew a throw which enabled 
Ruth to register. Baker’s first double 
drove over the run in the fifth, and 
in the seventh, when the Hugmen called 
it a day by scoring three more runs 
Baker got a double with two on bases, 
chasing the first run home and putting 
two more in position to score on a 
short single. For one day’s work with 
the stick Baker’s performance today 
will stand out as one of the high lights 
of the season. 

Coveleskie remained on the hill until 
the Yanks had completed their seventh 
inning and also their scoring. One hit 
an inning was the New York grist for 
five successive innings up to the seventh, 
and then came three in succession which 
settled all doubts about the game. Cov- 
eleskie had suffered earlier not because 
of the number of hits he allowed, but 
because he was unable to prevent hit- 
ting when a hit would spell trouble. 
Morton pitched the last two frames and 
came out unscathed, though he hit one 
batsman and two hit him. 


Ruth Makes Great Catches. 


Throws by Fewster and Meusel which 
deubled runners off first and second 
bases, respectively, two running catches 
by Ruth and a stop by Sewell were the 
fielding headliners. 

The Yanks went out quickly in the 
first and then the Indians made a threat 
which was only a ‘‘dud.’’ Wamby 
walked with one gone and hustled to 


third on Speaker's double to left. Smith, 
who was later to rob Shawkey of a 
shutout by hitting over the fence for a 
home run, grounded to Pipp and Wally’s 
throw to the plate nipped Wamby. 
Speaker was stranded when Gardner 
hoisted to Babe. 

Meusel got a double in the Yankee’s 
gecond and reached third on Pipp’s fly 
to Speaker, but was left. In Cleveland’s 
half Fewster made a running catch of 
uw drive by O’Neil near the fence and 
then threw to Pipp, doubling Johnston, 
who had walked. It was a fancy play 
all around, but the base running of 
Johnston was faulty. 

Three runs in the third really settled 
the game for the Yankees. Schang 
walked and beat Coveleskie’s throw to 
second when Shawkey bunted. Fewster 
sacrificed the pair along, and Peck 
bounded to Gardner, Schang being run 
down between third and home. While 
the execution was under way Shawkey 
arrived at third and Peckgat second. 
Ruth was passed, as per custom under 
such conditions, and Baker slapped a 
single to right which scored Shawkey 
and Peck and put Babe on third. Baker 
was trapped off first, but while John- 
ston and Wamby were fishing for nim 
Ruth dusted home. Baker reached sec- 
ond on the throw to the plate and was 


left. 

With two gone in the fifth, a pitched 
ball grazed Ruth’s shirt and the next 
pitched ball crashed into Baker’s bat, 
then into the right-field wall for a 
double, Ruth scoring. 

Smith hit over the right-field wall in 
the sixth for Cleveland's only run, and 
this spurred the Yanks on to more 
energy in the seventh. With one out, 
Peck walked and reached third on

STANDING OF THE CLUBS. 
The Cincinnati Reds, who were at one 
| time champions of something or other— 
if a vague recollection can be trusted, 
it was the world—arrived in Manhattan 
yesterday and appeared at the Polo| 
Grounds all ready to buzz around and 
be swatted by the Giants in aid of the 
|latter team’s campaign for a pennant. 
Somehow the works got a trifle gummed 
up, however, and the appointed swat- 
ters became the swattees. The conse- 
quence was that the amazed Cincinnati 
troupe found itself, at the end of the 
| matinee, on the long end of the short 
score of 2 to 1. 

Eppa Jeptha Rixey, the original Greek 
letter fraternity, who performed on the!|Chicago .... 
hill for the Reds, found the Giants still | Philadelphia 
| enmeshed in the batting slump in which | 
they were involved on the previous day 
by old Doctor Babe Adams, and Eppa 
didn’t do a thing to help his fellow 


craftsmen out of the slough. In fact, he 
cheered them along as they floundered 
deeper into the mud. Eppa’s parsimony 
in the allowance of hits was notable, 
and he proved entirely adverse to letting 
more than one of the eight singles which 
formed the Giants’ meagre portion come 
in any one inning. 

The Ohioans failed to crowd Fred 
Toney very hard, as may be surmised 
from the score, but in the first inning 
and again in the seventh they got to- 
gether a trio of safe slams, and the tra- 
ditions of the game have it that three 
hits in a period, especially if they are 
doubles or triples, as these slams were 
mostly, are good for a run. As a matter 
of cold fact, the Giants were rather for- 
tunate not to have been beaten by a 
larger score than that recorded. Toney 
gave way to a pinch hitter in the eighth 
and Rube Benton twirled the last inning. 


Reds Score First Thing. 


The Reds got out their little hammer 
and drove a nail in the opening inning. 
Neale, called Greasy, although his par- 
ents never intended it, slammed the ball 
to right centre for three bases. He was 
held at third on Bohne's one-base blow 
to Frisch.

The explanation seems to be that 
many Europeans acquired during the 
war direct and personal knowledge of 
what the airplanes could do, while we 
had but little opportunity’ to do so. 
We therefore realize less well than they 
the machine’s possibilities. 

Another factor in the case is the fact 
that abroad aviation of the commercial 
sort is subsidized, the several Govern- 
ments believing, as ours does not, that 
both the manufacture of airplanes and 
the operation of them in a regular trans- 
portation service are deserving of en- 
couragement and financial assistance. 
In some parts of Europe, too, the rail- 
ways are in such a condition that the 
impulse to resort to any other means 
of transportation that is available is 
stronger than it is here. 

For these and perhaps other reasons, 
the Europeans are getting ahead of us 
in what might be, and ought to be, a 
domain particularly our own, and we 
are followers—at a long distance—in- 
stead of leaders. Why we should have 
next to no amateur fliers is quite in-

Success has not attended the efforts of 
the Supreme Court in the few cases in 
which it has attempted to decide polit- 
ical questions, as in the Dred Scot case, 
in which the court attempted to legis- 
late slavery into the territories, and in 
the income tax decision. In the Dred 
Scott case the executive and legisla- 
tive departments disregarded the deci- 
sion; in the other, the people reversed 
the decision of the court by amending 
Constitution. The framers of the 
Constitution took particular pains to 


fashion our institutions so that political 
questions should not arise between indi- 
vidual States. When such questions do 
arise between States or groups of States, 
as happened in the Winter of 1860-61, the 
Supreme Court is powerless. It has no 
remedy for political controversies. 

The so-called controversies which arise 


| between nations and cause international 


wars are political, not legal, questions 
although ‘the pretexts alleged as causes 
of war usually bear a legal aspect. The 
real causes of war, both civil and in- 
ternational, are distinctly political ques- 
tions. War itself is a political act. In 
view of the fact that our Supreme Court 





is utterly unable to decide political ques- 
tions which arise between the States of 
the American Union, I can see no reason 
for the pious hope that we may be able 
to form a world court capable of settling 
political questions which arise between 
nations. «lf we permit ourselves to 
imagine a world Government which 
would do for the nations of the earth 
what the Government of the United 
States does for the States of the Ameri- 
can Union, We must surely see that po- 
litical powers would be lodged not in a 
Supreme Court of the world, but in a 
world legislature whose ‘authority must 
flow from the people of the world as its 
only origin and whose decrees must be 
addressed back to the people themselves. 
But that is another matter.

I would like to invite the at- 
tention of your readers to an illustrated 
article entitled ‘‘Custer’s Last Battle, 


by One of* His Troop Commanders,” E. | 


S. Godfrey, Captain, Seventh Cavalry, 
which appeared in The Century Maga- 
zine for January, 1892. During the last 
thirty years I have read many accounts 
of the ‘“‘ Custer massacre,’’ and, in my 
opinion, Captain Godfrey’s article is by 
far the best authentic account of that 
campaign against the Sioux that I have 
seen published. 


Immediately followirfg Captain God- 
frey’s account, which was evidently pre- 
pared with great care, is an interesting 
report entitled ‘“‘Comments by General 
Fry on the Custer Battle,” with notes, 
and there is also included a letter to 
General Fry, dated May 11, 1891, by T. 

{| L. Crittenden (the only son of the gallant 
Union General, J. J. Crittenden), in which 
he states that in his presence General 
Sherman said: “When Custer found 
himself in the presence of the Indians 
he could do nothing but attack.”’

NOT MUCH LOST ON 
MERCANTILE PAPER 


Favorable Showing by the 
Houses That Sell Their Notes 
in the Open Market. 


INDULGENCE ASKED BY FEW 


Even of This Number 60 Per Cent. 
Will Probably Pay Their 
Obligations in Full. 


In view of the widespread misunder- 
standing as to the financial condition 
of business houses that sell their ac- 
counts receivable, the National Credit 
Office has made a careful study of 
these concerns and has found that only 
a very insignificant loss has been suf- 
fered by the banks of the country in 
handling commercial paper. Arthur D. 
Whiteside, President of the credit or- 
ganization, stated yesterday that an en- 
tirely false opinion exists concerning 
the situation as regards the houses 
which sell their notes in the open mar- 
ket. Even representative bankers have 
declared that 25 per cent. of such ac- 
counts are worthless or in financial 
straits,,\whereas an investigation proved 
that the loss to date has merely been 
.0047 per cent. of the entire amount pur- 
chased. The results of this investiga- 
tion will be sent to 8,000 banks through- 
out the country on Monday in an en- 
deavor to correct the misunderstanding. 

‘* Vagueness has an important bearing 
on the present adverse mental attitude,’’ 
says the report, ‘‘and it seems well 
in the circumstances to give the facts 
that definitely contradict the genera? 
extremely unfavorable impression pre- 
vailing at the moment, even in the 
minds of many of the best informed 
bankers and business men in this coun- 
try, regarding the number of concerns 
financing in the open market whose 
amaire have become seriously involved. 


‘According to the records of our 
oun Service Department, 3,676 con- 
werns, each with 2 capital in excess of 
$250,000, sold notes in the open market 
between Jan. 1, 1920, and July 1, 192). 
These concerns are the most widely 
known traders and manufacturers in 
the United States in every industry. 
The classification according to trades 
of these open market names is as fol- 
lows: Dry goods, 31.5 per cent.; food- 
stuffs, 22.3 per cent.; rubber tires and 
leather shoes, 8.8 per cent.; lumber, fur- 

eniture and paper, 6.2 per cent.; harda- 
ware and automobiles, 17 per cent., 

‘During the last eighteen months 

only 89 concerns, or 2.4 per cent. of the 
8.676 selling their paper in the open 
market, have been forced to ask in- 
dulgence from their banks, 4nd from 
information obtained so far at least 
60 per cent. of these concerns will ulti- 
mately pay in full. The following deci- 
mals represent the ratios of extensions 
or adjustments to the total number sell- 
ing paper in each division of industry: 
Dry goeds, .028; foodstuffs, .017; rub- 
ber and leather, .04; lumber, .004; 
hardware, .011, and miscellaneous, .04. 

‘While this is the largest number 
of names ever involved in any period 
of like duration, the factors causing 
this condition were without precedent, 
and paper names as a whole withstood 
the recent shock with a lower depre- 
ciation than any other form of short 
term mercantile investment. For we 
find that out of 3,676 concerns, 3,587 
automatically liquidated at maturity, 
dollar for dollar, on the amount fn- 
vested at a time when inventories were 
shrinking from 40 to 60 per cent. and 
business in general had become utterly 
temoralized. 

‘‘ Fifty-three of the eighty-nine con- 
cerns involved paid or will pay 100 cents 
on the dollar, and it is reasonable to 
Suppose from information obtained so 
‘far that the remaining concerns will 
make average adjustments of about 55 
per cent. with their creditors. 

‘““The total amount of open market 
paper sold_ through note brokers from 
Jan. 1, 1920, until July 1, 1921, was ap- 
proximately $4.000,000,000, and of this 
amount $3,896,000,000 was liquidated at 
od without effort on the part of the 

olding banker. Only $104,000,000 of this 
immense sum was not paid at maturity, 
and of this amount $62,400,000 has since 
been or will be liquidated in full, leav- 
ing a residue of only $41,600,000 to be 
adjusted. This residue will probably 
yield dividends of $22,880,000, netting a 
loss to the entire banking community of 
the United States through this form of 
investment, during the most critical re- 
adjustment period in our economic his- 
tory, of about 418,720,000, or .0047 per 
cent. of the total amount purchased. 

‘The most significant fact relative to 


these suspensions is that the number has | 


sharply diminished each month 
February, 1921. At the same time, the 
new financial statements coming out 
generally show smaller surplus accounts 
with decided improvement in the ratio 
of quick assets to liabilities, while many 
concerns that have passed or reduced 
their dividends within the last year or 
so show unusually strong cash positions. 

‘“‘ From now on, two factors will have 
a very important bearing on business 
psychology. First, 
industries are well on the upward swing 
and re-employment has noticeably in- 
ereased in these lines, and, secondly, 
that the period has been reached when 
the comparison between the earnings of 
a year ago and this year is extremely 
favorable in a number of industries, in 
strong contrast to the depressing com- 
parison between these months of 1920 
and 1919. 

“Tt is just possible,”’ says the letter 
in conclusion, ‘‘ that we all in looking 
backward have been over-pessimistic, 
and the figures that have been quoted

PARIS, July 20.—Women whom un- 
kind nature has equipped with a beard 
or, as is more often the case, with a 
mustache have long been the butt of 
jokes, the_ object of sympathy from 
thejr neighbors and the‘ recipients of 
attention from manufacturers of depil- 
atory preparations. 

But it has remained for a French- 
man, Dr. Achard, to investigate the 
problem physiologically and psychologi- 
cally. In a communication to the 
Academy of Medicine he goes into the 
causes of this affliction and says that 
it comes from bad nourishment, coupled 
with the malfunctioning of some gland. 

As for the psychological side, Dr. 
Achard finds that it makes women 
crazy to have a beard. He proves by 


statistics that the proportion of bearded 
women in French insane asylums is 
larger by far than the proportion of 
bearded women to the population at 
large.

Four Federal Reserve Banks Re- | 


duce Discount Rate—Stocks | 
Make Slight Gain.

Banks, New York, Boston,

| ducing the rédiscount _rate yesterday 
from 6 to 5% per cent., stands as an- 
| other indication of the easier ‘ credit 
position in certain sections of the coun- 
try. It has been apparent for some 
| time that the steadily 
| reserve in some localities was paving 
| the way for just such a development 
|} as came yesterday. 
In the case of the New York Bank 
the change was the third reduction that 
| has been made within the year. The 
| first cut was announced on May 5 and 
lowered the rate from 7 to 64 per cent. 
On June 16 there was a drop from 42 
to 6 per cent. and yesterday the rate 
went to 5% per cent. The reduction 
since May 5 has therefore amounted 
| to 1% per cent., but the rate just es- 
| tablished is also 1% per cent. 
| that existing on Nov. 3, 
| increase from 4 to 4% per cent. 
announced, which proved to be the 
first of a series of three advances which 
was to carry the rate to 7 per cent. 
All four of the banks which reduced 
| the discount rate yesterday have shown 
pronounced improvement in reserve ratio 
| since the first of the year. The Bos- 
ton Bank has advanced from 59.5 to 
76.1, New York-.from 89 to 68.7, Phila- 
lelphia from 58.2 to 63.9 and San Fran- 
| cisco from 49.1 to 60.2. When the last 
| reduction was made by the New York 
| Bank the ratio stood at 60.6, and when 
| the first reduction was made on May 
ij the ratio was 55.5. Looking at the 
| Dallas, Minnesota and on- or two 
other ratios, it will be noticed that im-

The Factors in Call Money. 


Some bankers and economists in the 
financial district advance the theory 
that too much importance is placed on 
the withdrawal of funds from member 


banks by the Federal Reserve Bank as 
a. factor in the call money market. It is 
asserted that under present money con- 
ditions withdrawals from member banks 
are not sufficiently heavy to be classed 
asa factor, despite the fact that fre- 
quently an advance in the call rates 
has been coincident with heavy with- | 
drawals. It is = ointed out by those who 
advance this eory that under pres- 
ent conditions, particularly with certifi- 
cates of indebtedness maturing here, ' 
the flow of money is toward, rather 
than away from New York, and that 
money withdrawn by the Government 
does not leave the district, but is mere- 
ly shifted from one bank to another, 
finding its way again, possibly, to the 
Federal Reserve Bank. ‘It is merely 
a local shift of funds,’’ explains one 
banker. ‘‘ The bank, on being called 
| for a portion of its deposits, repays to 
the. Federal Reserve and then probably 
reborrows the same, or greater amount.’ 
One thing evidently has been overlooked 
by those who hold this theory, and that 
is the sensitiveness of the call market 
and the fact that whether or not this 
shifting of funds means anything in the 
final calculations, it is yet of sufficient 
importance for cognizance of it to be

ITSREDISCOUNTRATE 


Third Reduction in New York 
Since 1921 Peak Brings 
Rate Down to 5%, 


ON 3 CLASSES OF .PAPER 


Boston and San Francisco Banks 
Make Similar Announcements 
at Same Time. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York reduced its rediscount rate yester- 
day from 6 per cent. to 5% per cent. on 
all three classes of eligible paper. 
reduction was the third since the peak 
rate of 7 per cent. this year, 
the logical sequence of continued im- 
provement in the position of the bank. 
lt was announced that the banks of 
Boston, Philadelphia and San Francisco, 
, simultaneously with New York, had es- 
|\tabHished the 5% per eent. rate. 

A farmal. notice, signed by Governor 
Benjamin Strong, was sent last night to 
all members of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem in the New York District. This 
notice said: 

‘You are advised that, effective from 
the opening of business on Thursday, 
July 21, 1921, until further notice, and 
superseding all existing rates, this bank 
has established a rate of 514 per cent. 
for all vediscounts and advances. 

The three classes of paper 
hended in the reduction are: Advances 
on commercial paper for a period not 
exceeding 15 days; for advances not ex- 
ceeding 15 days on Liberty bonds, Vic- 
tory notes or United States certificates 
of indebtedness and customers’ notes 
secured by these issues, and for the re- 
discount, of customers’ notes, so secured, 
for periods not exceeding 90 days, for 
advances not exceeding 15 days secured 
by bankers’ acceptances, and for redis- 
counts of the same not exceeding 90 
aays. 

The rediscount rate is descending the 
scale by easy stages, just as the ratio 
of total reserves to deposit and Federal 
Reserve note circulation combined is 
climbing the scale. This stands, at the 
last statement of the bank, at 68.7 per 
cent., compared with 40.8 per cent. in 
the corresponding weck of 1920. Incident- 
ally, when the rediscount rate was in- 
creased from 6 per cent. to 7 per cent. 
the ratio stood at 42.3 per cent., ac- 
cording to the bank’s records. 


The increase of the ratio is the result | 


of improved financial conditions in the 
district, as well as in the country. Mem- 
ber banks have reduced their loans 
sharply. This is emphasized in 
statement of the tall in rediscounts. The 
inflow of gold and the reduction of out- 
standing notes, too, have played an im- 
portant part in bringing about an im- 
proved condition. 

The history of the changes in the dis- 
count rate by the New York Federal Re- 
serve Bank is told in the following data: 
Nov. 3, 1919, 4 to 4% per cent.; Jan. 22, 
1920, 43, to 6 per cent..; 
per cent.; May 5, 1921, 7 
cent.; June 16, 
July 21, 1921, 4 to 5% per cent. 

In the financial district the reduction 
in the rediscount rate, which was not 
announced until after the market had 
closed, was haled as further recognition 
by the Federal 
complete turn-about of the financial 
situation and recognition of easier condi- 
tions all around. This probably is best 
reflected in the bank’s own figures, in 
comparison with those for the corre- 
sponding period of 1920. For instance, 
the total gold reserve now held amounts 
to $830,498,327. In 1920, on the same 
date, it amounted to $522,977,000. Total 
bills on hand amount to

PUTS COTTON DOWN

Despite Optimistic News, Sell- 


ing Affects Prices Adversely 
—Close Is 11 to 19 Off. 


The trend of the cotton market was 
downward throughout most of yester- 
| day's session, yielding to Wall Street 
: pressure and considerable hedge selling 

the South against sales of spot 


| from 
cotton. Despite the bull news, this sell- 


ing affected prices adversely, the market 
closing 11 to 19 points net lower, and 
virtually at the bottom for the day. The 
support given prices was scattered and 
almost wholly lacking in confidence. 
This reflected the unsettled character of 
foreign exchange advices, and a belief 
in some quarters that the crop had been 
making better progress despite much 
boll weevil complaints. Although fa- 
voring,the bull side, commission houses 
have been unsuccessful in arousing pub- 
lic interest on that side of the market. 


These factors seemed to be sufficient to 

counteract the effects of bull news. 

The situation was illustrated at mid- 
day, when the weekly Government re- 
port confirmed bullish private advices 
about the spread of the boll weevil, es- 
pecially in the northern part of the 
belt, but failed to attract more than 
passing interest from the markets. After 
a brief upturn, trading fell off again 
| into dullness, and subsequently reached 
the lowest levels of the day. 

The trade is watching the operations 
| of the War Finance Corporation, whose 
latest action is to provide $20,000,000 for 
financing cotton, in addition to $10,000,- 
000 already extended, the combined 
amounts providing for about 900,000 
| bales. This should relieve the early 
| pressure from the new crop to that ex- 
tent. 

Sales in the Liverpeol market, report- 
ed at 10,000 bales, were under the aver- 
age of the last few days, but they looked 
large. Many of the commission houses 
seemed to be basing optimistic views of 
the market’s future on the evidence of 
returning activity in English mills. Still, 
advices reached here that the textile 
industry of Northern France and Bel- 
sium was not making the progress ex- 
pected.

CROP WEATHER FAVORABLE. 


No-mal Temperatures for Cotton— 
Showers Relieve Corn Belt. 


| Temperatures averaged normal over 
| the cotton belt during the last week, ac- 
cording to the weekly weather report is- 
sued by the Department of Agriculture.

Shipbuilder Seeks Money to Pay 
His Creditors Here, Accord- 
ing to His Secretary. 


BLAMES SHIPPING BOARD 


Asserts That Difficulties Result 


From Failure to Collect $14,-. 
000,000 Claims. 


Christoffer Hannevig, shipbuilder, 
banker and broker, has returned to his 
native country, Norway, seeking funds 
to pay the creditors of his various enter- 
prises, because as yet he has not col- 
lected a cent. from the United States 
Shipping Board, against whom Mr. 
Hannevig holds claims which he esti- 
mates at a little more than $14,000,000, 
according to his Secretary, A. J. Single- 
ton. The claims represent, for the most 
part, construction of ships for the Ship- 
ping Board during the war. This fact 
was disclosed yesterday through the 
bankruptcy proceedings filed on Tues- 
day in the Federal District Court 
against the Pusey and Jones Company, 
of which Mr. Hannevig is President. 

Mr. Singleton said that at the outset 
of the war, when German submarines 
were ravaging shipping, Mr. Hannevig 
foresaw the great demand that was to 
be developed for bottoms. He went to 
Norway and procured contracts from 
Norwegian concerns whose ships were to 
be built at the plants of the Pusey and 
Jones Company. The contracts were ob- 
tained by Christoffer Hannevig individ- 
ually through his corporation, Chris- 
toffer Hannevig, Inc.,. ship brokers. 
These contracts were sold to the Cunard 
Line and Mr. Hannevig received a com- 
mission as broker for $3,776,737, accord- 
ing to his Secretary. 

Subsequently these contracts were 
taken over by the United States Ship- 


ping Board when shipping generally 
was requisitioned in an attempt to de- 
feat the submarine blockade. On Mar. 
13 last, according to Mr. Singleton, a 
settlement was reached whereby Mr. 
Hannevig agreed to accept $7,194,975. 
However, before paying this sum, the 
Shipping Board held that it was proper 
to deduct the commission paid by the 
Cunard Line. Mr: Hannevig refused to 
settle on this basis. His next move was

I have set greater store by | 
the discovery that I could absolutely 
depend upon what = man said than [| 
have ever set by anything that his} 
friends may say, who are not in close| 
contact with him and in a position to| 
observe his daily work. 

‘Your accuracy is absolutely necessary 
in order that this Government should} 
be properly advised with regard to the| 
matters which are essential for the pro- | 
tection of our commercial interests. 

‘“Now I don't mean by emphasizing | 
that to create such a feeling of cau- 
tion that you can’t say anyhing because 
of the fear of making a mistake. That 
is not the correct attitude. The attitude 
is to find out the facts and then state 
them and not be in a position of fear 
and of ignoble upprehension that you 
may make some mistake in endeavoring 
to ascertain ‘the facts and report them. 

‘“Of course I need not tell you that} 
the character of the American people | 
will be judged by countless numbers of | 
those who live in other countries by the 
impression you make upon them.

HEDGING LOWERS 
PRICES OF | OF WHEAT 


Market Opens With a Fair Up- 
turn, but Closes With 21% to 
2% Cents Net Losses.

CHICAGO, Iil., July 20.—The nona- 
bility of the grain markets to absorb 
| realizing and hedging sales, due to lack 
lef outside support, resulted in lower 
prices after a fair upturn early. Clos- 
ing tables were about the bottom, with 
net losses of 214 to 2% cents on wheat, 
&% to 1 cent on corn and % to 1% cents 
on oats. Exporters were free buyers of 
wheat early and were responsible for an 
advance of % cent over yesterday's fin- 
ish, but the buying gave out later and 
with pressure from houses that usually 
act for the leading interest a decline 
of 2% to % cents followed. The un- 
dertone at the last was rather heavy. 

The weight of the cash grain is hav- 
ing considerable influence on the wheat 
market, and while there is a great deal 
of export business passing each day, 
the hedging sales exceed the amounts 
taken, and sentiment after the close 
was somewhat less bullish for the im- 
mediate present, although a majority of 
traders look for ultimately higher prices, 
especially after the first rush of new 
crop grain is over, which_is expected 
to be within two weeks. Thrashing re- 
turns from Kansas, Nebraska and Okla- 
homa indicate larger yields than sug- 
gested by the Government July report, 
but they are offset by reductions in 
Missouri, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. 
Confirmation of black rust damage to 
wheat in some sections of North Dako- 
ta that have had excellent prospects 
until recently has been obtained and 
one of the leading lecal statisticians 
says he has never seen a time when the 
reports on the Spring wheat were 50 
spotted as at the present. The extent 
of damages on both sides of the interna- 
tional line depends on weather condi- 
tions, with prospects of a hot wave again 
the latter part of the week. 

Exporters took 900,000 bushels cash 
wheat from Chicago hafidlers late yes- 
terday and today, with charters made 
for 800,000 busheis, and further business 
{s under way. The buying of this wheat 
is generally regarded as against old 
business recently reported from New 
York. There has been a tendency for 
years on the part of the seaboard to 
claim salés*at Chicago as being for ex- 
port, whereas the grain was sold abroad 
some time previous. Total sales for ex- 
port at Atlantic and Gulf ports were 
estimated at 1,500,000 bushels. Cash 
wheat premiums showed little change, 
with No. 1 hard on track at Yc to 1% be 
over the July.
